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Give  your  serious  attention  to  the  following: 
The  Care  of  Lots  in  Forest  Glade  Cemetery. 

Many  persons,  during  the  last  ten  years,  have  manifes- 
ted a  desire  to  the  Directors  of  Forest  Glade  Cemetery  to 
make  some  provisions  for  the  perpetual  care  of  their  burial 
lots. The  w^isdom  of  such  a  course  is  plainly  proved  by  the 
neglected  state  of  lots  in  many  private  burial  places  and 
often  in  public  cemeteries.  The  local  extinction  of  fam- 
ilies by  death  or  removal  to  scattered  distances  has  often 
caused  a  negligence  in  this  direction,  which  affection  for 
the  dead  or  the  pride  of  the  living  would  otherwise  have 
prevented.  The  uncertainties  of  life  often  thwart  the 
best  wishes  of  the  public  spirited  and  generous. 

The  first  move  for  the  accomplishment  of  this  object 
was  the  obtaining  of  proper  legislation  ;  and  it  is  now 
believed  that  the  laws  of  New  Hampshire  afford  all  pro- 
per authority  and  protection.  Then  came  the  serious 
question  of  what  was  to  be  done  with  the  money  when  do- 
nated for  this  purpose.  It  Avas  believed  that  a  constant- 
ly changing  board  of  officials,  subject  to  all  the  uncer- 
tainties of  popular  elections,  was  hardly  the  proper  guar- 
dians of  a  perpetual  fund.  Moreover  it  was  found  that  the 
citizens  comprising  the  board  from  time  to  time  manifested 
a  decided  reluctance  to  accept  any  such  continued 
trust.  It  was  then  decided  to  place  this  sacred  trust  in 
the  care  of  the  whole  people,  and  the  town  by  vote  and 
by-law  has  accepted  the  trust,  under  proper  authority 
from  the  State.  As  long  as  the  town  exists  it  is  believed 
this  fund  will  be  faithfully  cared  for.  The  by-law  adopt- 
ed by  the  town  is  as  follows: 

XXVI.  Any  donation  or  legacy  to  the  town,  or  to 
officers  having  charge  of  the  cemetery,  for  the  purpose 
of  insuring  proper  care  and  attention  to  any  graves  or  lot 
in  said    cemetery  and  the  avenues  connected   therewith, 
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and  the  monuments  belonging  thereto,  shall  be  paid  to  the 
town  treasurer,  and  he  shall  keep  an  account  of  the  same 
as  a  Cemetery  trust  fund.  The  money  so  received  shall  be 
safely  invested,  according  to  law,  and  the  directors  may 
annually  draw  from  the  town  treasury  a  sum  not  exceeding 
five  per  cent,  of  such  money,  to  be  expended  according  to 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  such  donation  or  legacy,  and 
the  treasurer  shall  charge  the  same  to  the  account  of  in- 
terest. 

The  Directors  call  the  attention  of  the  people  to  this 
provision.  A  deposit  of  one  hundred  dollars  will  produce 
five  dollars  per  annum  for  the  care  of  a  lot,  and  other 
sums  in  like  proportion.  Surely  no  more  proper  tribute 
can  affection  pay  to  the  beloved  dead  than  to  water  the 
turf  above  their  dust,  to  beautify  and  preserve  the  spot 
around  which  cluster  so  many  tender  recollections. 
Nor  can  such  a  provision  fail  to  produce  a  gratifying  in- 
fluence upon  the  living  who  know  they  are  passinjjj  and 
must  pass  over  to  the  Great  Majority.
